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A Summary  of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  to 
prevent  the  sjjread  of  Disease. 

The  following  table  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
Disease  in  the  District : 
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For  particulars  of  the  cases  removed  to  Hospital  see  Table  III. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  slight  for  the 
first  few  months,  there  being  only  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever; 
during  the  rest  of  the  year  there  were  30  cases.  These  occurred 
in  groups,  constituting  separate  outbreaks,  which  were  specially 
reported  to  the  District  Council  at  the  end  of  December. 

In  July,  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  prevalent 
all  over  the  District,  and  owing  to  the  great  fall  in  school 
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attendance  I advised  the  closing  of  St.  John’s  School.  St. 
Thomas’  School  was  already  closed  for  holidays.  Both  schools 
were  cleansed  and  disinfected. 

On  one  occasion  I was  called  on  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis 
of  a case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  several  cases  necessitated  some 
investigation  on  my  part.  There  were  2 false  reports  of 
existence  of  infectious  disease. 

Two  of  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  neighbouring 
houses  were  contracted  at  a children’s  party  held  a fortnight 
after  a boy’s  return  from  hospital. 

One  of  the  groups  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  was  a large 
family  to  whom  the  infection  was  distinctly  brought  from  a 
distance. 

There  were  2 cases  of  Diphtheria. 

A case  of  Zymotic  Cerebro — Spinal  Meningitis — was 
reported,  but  it  is  doubtful  that  it  was  a true  case. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  as  exemplified  in 
my  statistics  from  year  to  year,  seems  to  me  to  point  the  moral 
that  a greater  use  of  soap  and  water  would  be  useful,  and  that 
the  want  of  bathing  facilities  is  one  cause  of  the  spread  of  this 
class  of  illness  among  the  working  population.  Public  baths 
are,  in  my  judgment,  certainly  wanted  at  Heaton  Mersey,  and 
wash-houses  would  save  a great  deal  of  discomfort  in  cottages. 
An  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  was  a subject  of  investigation. 
It  occurred  in  an  industrial  school.  It  was  found  that  it 
might  be  due  to  a defective  system  of  drainage,  and  this  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition.  On  further  investigation,  however, 
it  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  consumption  of  mussels  gathered 
from  an  infected  area. 


Influenza  commenced  at  the  close  of  1906,  and  there 
were  many  cases.  The  epidemic  gradually  abated,  but  in 
March  there  was  a recrudescence  of  a rather  severe  type  pro- 
ducing Pneumonia  and  marked  debility.  Many  of  the  cases 
of  feverish  colds  and  catarrhs  were  doubtless  of  influenzal 
origin. 

In  dealing  with  infectious  cases  we  send  to  hospital 
such  cases  as  cannot  be  properly  isolated  at  home.  During 
the  year  we  sent,  as  table  III  shows,  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
out  of  40  reported,  and  1 case  of  Diphtheria. 

We  keep  our  Scarlet  Fever  cases  in  hospital  until  all 
peeling  has  ceased.  This  is  a wise  precaution  as  it  is  not  yet 
proved  that  peeling  is  harmless  as  a carrier  of  infection,  as 
some  hospital  superintendents  seem  to  think.  The  precaution 
is  expensive.  Nine  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  and  the  Diphtheia 
case  cost  about  £130  over  and  above  the  annual  retaining  fee. 

As  to  cases  retained  at  home,  we  are  strict  in  requiring 
rigid  isolation,  and  we  disinfect  premises  thoroughly.  We 
send  bedding  to  be  stoved.  This  costs  us  a guinea  a case. 

The  average  period  of  detention  in  hospital  was  7 weeks 
for  each  case. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  our  Small-Pox  Hospital  con- 
tinues to  be  unoccupied.  At  the  time  of  the  scare,  five  years 
ago,  an  excellent  hospital  was  erected,  and  it  has  been  kept, 
ever  since,  in  a condition  suitable  for  immediate  occupation 
should  it  be  required.  Happily  it  has  not  been  required. 

It  seems  a pity  that  this  well  equipped  hospital  cannot 
be  utilised  in  some  way.  Suggestions  have  been  made  in 
connection  with  such  institutions,  but  none  were  of  a practical 
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character.  The  building  must  be  kept,  therefore,  for  its 
original  purpose. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  we  are  always  ready,  not 
only  with  regard  to  Small-Pox,  but  also  with  regard  to  other 
infectious  diseases.  Our  present  arrangements  are  excellent. 

Diphtheria  cases  from  small  tenements,  if  well  marked, 
are  sent  to  hospital,  partly  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection 
and  partly  for  the  benefit  of  treatment. 

In  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  we  test 
the  drains. 

In  the  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever,  referred  to  above, 
all  the  cases  were  sent  to  hospital  and  the  drains  were 
reconstructed. 

During  the  year  20  pathological  specimens  were  exam- 
ined by  Professor  Delepine,  viz  : — 

Diptheria,  4 — 1 of  which  was  positive. 

Enteric  Fever,  13 — 5 of  which  were  positive. 

Phthisis,  3 — 2 of  which  were  positive. 

I attended  to  various  nuisances  that  might  have  been 
the  cause  of  illness,  such  as  ashpits,  deposits  of  rubbish,  sewer 
grid  smells,  examination  of  henpens,  faulty  drains,  diseased 
meat,  disinterment,  etc.,  which  will  be  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

One  case  of  polluted  well-water  on  a farm  was  dealt 
with  by  the  Council.  It  was  due  to  defective  pavement  and 
want  of  proper  protection  of  the  well.  Matters  were  greatly 
improved,  and  the  water  has  since  been  pronounced  by  the 
County  Analyst  to  be  usable. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  condition  of  the 
drinking  water  of  the  District  was  found  to  be  such  as  to 
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cause  some  anxiety.  Much  trouble  and  considerable  expense 
were’  required  to  make  out  our  case  which  we  succeeded, 
however,  in  doing.  The  water  was  found  to  contain  an 
appreciable  quantity  of  lead  due  to  the  soft  water  acting 
on  the  lead  of  the  service  pipes.  No  change  has  been  made, 
the  water  acts  on  the  lead  just  as  much  as  it  did  twelve  months 
ago.  The  water  is  quite  safe  to  use  if  it  is  run  off  freely  so  as 
to  get  rid  of  that  that  has  been  standing  in  the  pipe.  It  is  not 
advisable  to  drink  the  water  out  of  the  warm  tap  under  any 
circumstances. 

Account  of  the  Sanitary  state  of  the  District  generally 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Privy  conversion  has  gone  on  apace  during  the  year. 
In  one  small  area  all  the  privies  have  been  replaced  by  water 
closets  ; and  in  Heaton  Mersey  village,  the  people,  seeing  the 
advantage  of  the  change,  seem  quite  desirous  of  it.

Tabular  statement  of  mortality  within  the  District 

classified  according  to  disease , ages,  and  localities. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  1619  acres. 

Last  summer,  the  estimated  population  was  11,318. 
The  natural  increase,  the  difference  between  the  number  of 
deaths  and  births,  should  make  it  at  the  present  time  11,360  ; 
but  it  may  be  more  on  account  of  the  increased  number  of 
houses. 

The  registered  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was 
94,  and  this,  after  correction,  exactly  represents  the  number  of 
deaths  of  residents  in  the  District.  Of  the  deaths  36  were 
of  males,  and  58  of  females,  as  compared  with  53  and  54 
respectively  in  1906.  94  deaths  give  a death-rate  of  8*3,  which 

is  much  below  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  10T.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir, 

I have  pleasure  in  forwarding  you  particulars  of  the 
work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year 
ending  31st  December.  1907. 

The  District  was  periodically  inspected  for  the  discovery 
of  nuisances,  and  where  possible,  the  nuisances  were  abated 
by  personally  calling  attention  of  the  offender  to  the  same. 
In  nine  cases  legal  notices  were  served. 

Infectious  diseases  received  careful  attention.  Nineteen 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  49  rooms  were  disinfected 
with  formalin  in  spray  and  formaldehyde  fumes.  In  several 
cases  the  bedding  was  either  disinfected  by  steam  or  destroyed 
by  burning. 

The  ashpits  were  emptied  regularly  at  the  request  of 
the  occupiers.  The  sanitary  bins,  which  now  number  368, 
were  emptied  weekly. 

The  smoke  machine  was  used  frequently  for  testing 
drains,  and  those  found  defective  were  repaired  or  relaid. 

110  inspections  were  made  under  the  Factory  and 
Workshops’  Act,  and  21  offences  were  amended  on  pointing 
out  the  same  to  the  occupiers.  The  bakehouses  were  also 
regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  clean. 
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The  slaughter  houses  and  meat  shops  were  regularly 
inspected.  The  greater  portion  of  the  meat  arrives  in  the 
District  already  dressed,  and  can  only  be  inspected  while 
exposed  for  sale  in  the  shops.  In  seven  cases  portions  were 
found  to  be  unsound  and  these  were  readily  given  up  for 
destruction. 

Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  were  inspected,  and  at  several 
of  the  farms  complaint  had  to  be  made  as  to  cleanliness  of  the 
cowsheds  and  cattle.  The  stalls  in  several  cases  were  repaired, 
and  one  of  the  farms  was  redrained  and  improved  ventilation 
provided  in  the  cowshed.
